PARIS, Aug. 6.—-The Temps cor- 
respondent at Warsaw. telegraphs 
that General Maxime Weygand, as- 
sistant to Marshal Foch, has said 
he would consent to assume su+ 
preme command of the Polish 
Forces and take the responsibilities 
for their military operations. Gen- 
eral Weygand expressed the opin- 
ion to the Polish government that 
the military situation is far from 
hopeless, the correspondent says. 


ENGLAND DECIDES TO ACT 

LONDON, Aug. 6.—It was semi- 
officially reported today that the 
British Cabinet has decided to take 
action against Russia, which vir- 
tually amounts to war. Premier 
Lloyd George considers that the 
Bolshevists: have broken faith in 
continuing their advance against 
Poland, it was stated. 

Preparations for aiding Poland 
have been ordered rushed, aceord- 
ing to this information. The block- 
ade will be re-established and mu- 
nitions will be sent if the plan 
decided on is. gone through with. 

The reported plan calls for the 
Soviet government to be notified 
that British aid will continue to 
be sent to Poland until it is certain 
that Rutssia will grant Poland -# 
just peace, after which the send- 
ing of this assistance will be stop- 
ped,

RUSSIA'S NOTE RECEIVED 

Leo Kamenoff, Russia’s repre- 
sentative here, last night- decoded 
his government’s reply to the lat- 
est British note, which was a vir- 
tual demand for a statement of the} 
Reds’ “purpose in invading Poland} 
and their attitude toward the pro- 
posed London conference to bring 
about peace between ,Russia, Po- 
land and adjacent countries.” This 
note was to be delivered to the 
foreign. office. today. 

In well informed quarters it was 
stated that the note announced Rus- 
sia had a right to make a separate 
peace with Poland and intended to 
to do so, and that Russia agrees 
to participate in a general peace 
conference in London later, but 
will refuse: to deal with representa- 
tives of the border states, especially 
General Wrangel of the Crimea; 
that Russia has the right to con- 
tifine its drive on Warsaw until the 
armistice has. been signed, after 
whieh. the offensive will be halted, 
and that Krassin and Kehenoff are

‘ WAR OUTLOOK BAD 


It is certainly distressing and dis- 
heartening to look out over the world 
now and note the wars going on and the 
more than terrible world conflict that is 


again threatened. What the outcome is 
to be, God knows. It looks black and 
bad from any standpoint, 

Reference is made to the telegraphic 
news from Europe in the news columns 
of this issue. It. is most disquieting. 
That a secret.agreement exists between 
Russia and Germany for the destruction 
of Poland undobtedly. is true... And if 
- Russia and Germany and the German 
alies get together in this new war move, 
it is exceedi ngly doubtful if any power in 
the world could stop them. 

Germany declares that if any attempt 
is made to transport troops or munitions 
through its territory ‘against Russia it 
will consider it a new declaration of ‘war. 

High officials of Europe consider. the 
situation today as grave as it was in 
1914, and so it appears. As to whether 
the United States is to be drawn into: it 
or not remains tobe seen, but if it gets 
widespread it naturally would. be. 

A peace conference has been suggested 
by Lenine: and Trotsky, conditioned, how- 
ever, that it willnot be held until after 
the annihilation of Poland. Warsaw is 
about ‘to be taken by the Bolshiviki, 
whose soldiers have been promised that 
great and historic Polish city as loot, 
state the dispatches, 

And that word LOOT expresses the 
terrible condition of all the world today, 
including America. Everybody is out for 
loot, the only difference between our 
country and Europe being that. up. to this 
time have not added murder to the 
‘means’of obtaining the loot, though about 
every’ dther means is employed and more 
or less récognized, if not officialy, at 
east tacitly. : 

The whole world. has gone rank, stark, 
“raving crazy over loot. y 

England and\France are today rushing 
armies, munitions: and food to Poland, 
and. will stop the -onrush of Russian 
hordes or again engage in bloody con- 
flict, the outcome of which no one can 
see or foretell. Germany, Prussia, Ba- 
varia, Rumania, Austria, Hungary, Bul- 
garia, and all the other smaller. coun- 
tries which were in the other war must 
be drawn into this one unless something 
happens which cannot be foretold at this 
time. Russia has a vast population of 
four hundred millions, four times greater 
than America. In England and France 
eight million men have been killed and 
twice that number. have been wounded 
and maimed. 

If this war, now seemingly certaih, cul- 
minates in another general European con- 
flict, it must mean, the utter destruction, 
murder and: devastation of all Europe. 

May. God guide us all right in this ter- 
rible crisis.
